If the 24 February date is not
satisfactory, Mr, Brooks would be happy to adjust it to our mutual
convenience. Mr. Sheldon has been advised of this regquest ia order to
start preparations.

Z. Robert Smart telephoned to advise that at 2 meeting of the
CIA Subcommities of House Armed Sezvices on 16 Fabruary it was
declded that transeripts of CIA appearances befere the Subcommittes
would be made. It was agresable with the Committee that the reporter
be furnished by the Agency. The transeript would be lorwarded as soon
as completed by the reporter to the Subcommittes for their review to
assertain that it was an appropriate and accurate transcript and for such
other review as may be desived by the Subcommitics members. Thereafter
